Therefore, CIA 
will have ite own direct participation and this again should bs 
analyzed and controlling policies established. The first task, 
therefor*, is on* of analysis to expose the problem fully. 

5. Unless you indicate otherwise, I will procssd in this 
line with Deputy Director (Intelligence) and Deputy Director 
(Plane) and plan to have a paper on these various aspects by 
15 January.
